EIC members were asked to consider the Working Group recom- 
mendation that the title of the EIC-R14 series be changed from "'Sino- 
Soviet Bloc Economic Activities in Underdeveloped Areas" to "Aid 
and Trade Activities of Communist Countries in Less-Developed Areas 
of the Free World". Reasons for favoring such a change were that 
(1) it would avoid the use of the term ''Sino-Soviet Bloc" which is now 
inappropriate because it has connoted a monolithic grouping of the 
Soviet Bloc and Communist China and (2) by using the term "aid and 
trade activities" rather than "economic activities'' military assistance 
would properly be included. Members concurred in the title change,

With the adoption cf the title change and following discussion on the 
treatment of Cuba and Yugoslavia, it was agreed to amend the present 
Foreword by addition of the following statement: 


For the purposes of this report, the term Communist 
countries as used here refers primarily to the following 
countries which extend aid to less-developed areas: the 
USSR, Poland, East Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, and Communist China. For certain 
limited purposes it may also include Cuba, Albania, 
Mongolia, North Korea, and North Vietnam, which are 
not normally aid donors. The term does not include 
Yugoslovia for purposes of this report. 


It was agreed that a round-up of aid to Cuba and, if significant, aid to 
Yugoslavia would be published as special articles in the Biweekly Re- 
ports generally on a semiannual basis. 


For consistency, the adoption of these changes in the EIC-R14 
series will require similar changes in the title of the Biweekly series 
and in the name oi the Working Group. 


The report was reviewed on a page-by-page basis and modifications 
and changes were proposed and accepted. The DIA representative stated 
they had reservations with regard to Table 15 and 16, and it was agreed 
that DIA and CIA representatives would meet to clarify the differences 
and attempt to reach agreement, 


The Chairman reported the CIA's successful machine tabulation 
and print-out of the information on credits and grants to underdeveloped 
countries by project and its readiness for inclusion in the report, 


The Committee approved the report for issuance after adjustment 


of the military tables. The Committee commended the Working Group 
for preparing an excellent report.
